The fuses were tested time ond again, and it 
was then consideé that owing to the dampness between the 
brick courses, a short circuit had occured, hence the 
aiffioulty of locating the particular trouble.

Dear Dr. Westgate:- 

With further reference to the question of 
additional outbuildings to be erected by the Department 
during this summer. The Indian Agent informed me to-day 
that he has received instructions from the Indian 
Commissioner to proceed with the erection of three 
buildings for St. Paul's-- Piggery, Hennery and Implement 
Shed, but no Farm Instructor's House is to be built thas 
year, at least, so Mr. Faunt said. 

In the Department letter of April 6th it states 
that a sum of $2500.00 has been voted for outbuildings at 
St. Paul's. These will cost approximately $1200.00, what 
will be done with the balance of the grant? The Indian 
Commissioner wrote you on April 28th saying:- "I may assure 
you however that a cottage for the farmer will be built 
at the Blood School this summer, as well as a henhouse, 

piggery, implement shed and garage". 

I am simply reporting these matters so that you 
may be fully cognisant of what is being done. If the Farm 
Instructor's House is not to be built this summer, I would 
strongly recommend that an outside Dairy and a Utility 
Building be erected with the balance of the grant. In 
order to have more money to spend on the actual buildings 
I am doing all the hauling etc, with the school teams and 
labour. 

Further.-- Mr. Scott replied to your letter last December 

stating that the Toilets could be installed in the upper 

dormitories when needed. Pupils are sleeping in the upper 

dormitories and there is no provision for toilet accommodation, 

other than the mere “roughing in" as the pipes were left 

by the contractors last winter. Would it be possible to 
| bring this matter to the attention of the Department as soon 
| as possible’

Regarding t:e leaky eavetroughs at Ste Paul's 
School which is causing serious damage to the interior walls 
of the building. I made a report on the subject to Mr. Faunt 
Indian Agent, under date of August 28th last, in which I 
reviewed the cause of the trouble, and outlined two methods 


under which the trouble might be overcome, with approximate 
costs. 


I saw Mr. Faunt this morning, and as he was then 
just starting out by car to attend to other matters in comnection 
with his duties, it was suggested that I write you a few lines 
calling attention to the advancing season, and the urgency of 
action being taken before the snow and ice of the coming 
winter aggravate an already serious condition. 


You will understand, of course, that work of the 
kind that will be necessary, especially on such an extensive 
roof, can scarcely be done efficiently during inclement 
weather, and further damage to the building must é@nevitably 
result until means are taken to prevent roof-water from 
reaching the interior of the building.

$2500.00 was allowed for these outbuildings by the 
Department and I have seen to it that this amount 
will not be exceeded in the erection of the buildings 
above mentioned. The school is doing all the hauling 
of the material, and the excavating Yor the root 
cellar, but the work of erecting the buildings is 
being done by Mr. Butcher as foreman. This man has 
worked on the reserve off and on for a number of 
years, and I have always found his work very satisfactory. 
When the above mentioned buildings are completed, which 
will be in a very short time, they will fully meet 
the requirements of the school for the present time, 
and will be quite in keeping with the institution. 
The only other building mentioned by the Principal 
was a combination ice house and dairy building. 
This, of course, could not be considered this year, 


as it could not be built out of the appropriation.

The building that ir. Widdleton has in mind for this 
purpose would cost in the neighbourhood of at least 
twelve or thirteen hundred dollars. I do not consider, 
however, that there is any great urgency for thig 
building, as a dairy space was provided in the School, 
which, however, is not altogether Satisfactory. If 
it is thought advisable to Supply the school with the 
above mentioned building ar amount should be Placed 
in the Estimates this year to provide for Same, so 
that the work can be gone on with next Spring. The 
matter of a Farming Instructor's house for next year 
was also brought to my attention, and T understand 
that the church authorities are asking to have an 
item placed in the istimates to provide for this 
expenditure.

‘matter with the Agent anda he states that he has seen 
&1l the Indians who have children of 8chool age with 
& view of having them entered in the st. Paul's 
School, and they have refused to send their children 
there on the &rounds that they intend to send them to 


the new 2.C.School &8 soon as it Opens, and as the 


parents have the Option of Sending their Children to

their rights, and from my point of view I cannot see 
that anything further can be done until the Roman 
Catholic School is opened. As soon 4s it is,I think 
the school regulations should be enforced to the limit 
in this Agency, as with two new schools on the reserve, 
which are up-to-date in every way, there will be no 
excuse for the Indians keeping their children at home, 
as according to the location of these schools it will 
be quite convenient for the parents to visit their 
children quite frequently, and I think it would be 
well for the Department to issue instructions to the 


Agent along the lines I have suggested.

Regarding the Invoice of Snyder Co. of Calgary, 
of $182.50, dated Feb.1st, for work done at the above school, 
the particulars are as follows: 


Previously the laundry line shaft was continuous, and 
passed through into the machinery room, to further side of 
said room, all in one length. It was then impossible to do 
pumping while the laundry machinery was running, there 
being no connection from said countershaft to pump pulley. 
Pumping was done direct from engine pulley by belt to pump 
pulley. To run the laundry machinery it was necessary to 
stop pump, remove belt, and put on another belt to reach 
from engine pulley to pulley on line shaft. 


The change in transmission called for cutting the 
line sgaft just inside the machinery room, at which pint a 
friction clutch has been installed. Also the pump has been shan 
changed from centre drive to side drive. An extra pulley has 
been put on line shaft, and extra belting and attachments 
supplied. 


It is now possible to either pump separately, or 
while the laundry machinery is running. This feature means 
an important saving in gasoline, wear-and-tear, etc, and 
also a considerable saving in the engineer's time. 


The work has been properly performed, and the change 
is much appreciated.

Dear Sir:- Report Re- Boiler Inspection at St.Paul's 
and R.C.Schools, Cardston. 


On the completion of the new R.C.School, Blood 
Reserve, I asked the Indian Agent, Mr.Faunt, to notify the 
Provincial Department of Public Works that there were two 
heating boilers and one high-pressure laundry boiler that 
required inspection under Provincial regulations. As the 
regular boiler inspector for this district was absent in 
Ontario the Department sent an inspector from Caigary. 
Owing to the fact that the boilers at St.Paul's school had 
not been inspected for considerably over a year, having gone 
longer without inspection than is allowed by law, the 
boiler inspector visited that school too, and inspected the 
three boilers there. Altogether 6 boilers were inspected. 


It has been my practice to have inspection made of 
steam heating plants previous to accepting the building 
from the contractors. Also, I aim at having the inspection 
made while the heating contractor is on the job, so that 
any changes which the boiler inspector may ask for can be 
carried out. Several changes were asked for here, which have 
been attended to, with the exception of different safety 
valves which have been ordered but have not yet come. 


The charge of $14.00 per day is made up thus: boiler- 
inspector's time, 1c per day, subsistence allowance 54.00 
per day. The cost of inspection came higher in consequence 
of the absence from the district of the regular inspector, 
and the higher cost of getting one from a more distant 
territory.

1 
communicated with Inspector M, Christiansen of this 
Department uho is now at the Blood xeserve, requesting 
him to take up this matter with the Hey. Principal and 
then report. As a result, inspector Christianson advises 
me that the Rev. Canon Middleton agrees thet he will be 
Satisfied this yeer with a chicken house, ice storage and 
dairy. The cost of the chicken house will be $450.00; 
the cost of the dairy and oold storage building,'in 
accordance with plans furnished by the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, was found to reach the eum of $1600.00, 
but by reducing the size, the coet of the amended plan 
was reduced to $1200.00. The aggregate cost, therefore, 
of this and the chicken house will be appreximately 
$1650.00. I wrote to Inspector Christianson pointing out 
that this exceeded the amount the Department stated 
would be available and he replies stating that in order 
to come within the alldted amount, the dairy and ice 
house building will have to be further reduced in size.

Acting under instructions from Mr. M. Christianson 
Inspector of Indian Agencies, I have attended to the matter 
of shortage of water at St. Paul's School. 


The shortage was caused by the falling of the 
water-level in the well, but at first I could not be sure 
of this, as there was a chance that the failure to pump 
sufficient water might be the result of the wearing of the 
leathers on the working barrel, especially as the original 
leathers had never been renewed. I therefore had new 
leathers installed, at a cost of $15.30. 


It was then found that the conditions were 
practically the same, and there was no help for it but to 
lower the cylinder to a point below the working level of 
the water. This called for drawing all the well piping 
and adding 60' of 4" P&R gal. piping, and the same length 
of ash sucker rods, for which we had received a quotation 
from Mr, Flett of $182.00. 


Ample water was obtained in consequence of the 
lowering of the cylinder, but the noise of the pimping from 
the lower level made a tremendous pounding noise all through 
the building. To overcome this feature it became necessary 
to install a new air chamber, and alter an existing valve at a 
cost of $46.64, as shown on Mr. Flett's bill. 


The pumping system is now working perfectly and 
silently, and an abundance of water is being obtained. 


I enclose herewith Mr. Flett's bills for $15.30 
and $228.64, which cover all the work and materials supplied 
by him in connection with the pumping plant at this school.

All the north 
gide of the building W , so cold as & matter of 
fact, that the clase fr i + habitable for the pupils 
during school hours. three to four pounds of 
steam constantly at the boilers, yet despite this enormous 
pressure, neither dormitories nor class rooms were heated 
enough for use. You will recall that the storm windows 
which were originally meant for the building were withdrawn 
and after great aifficulty during the last very cold winter, 
we were able to obtain storm windows for the west side of 
the building only + with the aid 
of storm windows hat some of 
the existin aifficulty would 
Moreover, the bollers were kept going day and 
during the most severe weather we were burking more than 
two tons of coal daily.

As the provision of the storm windows in question 
is, as I have stated above, an urgent necessity, I beg to 
request that steps be taken by your Department to have these 
provided at the earliest date possible. Should the expenditure 
which the provision of these windows would involve, be beyond 
the appropriation whicn you are making for this school for the 
current year, the school management will be prepared to have 
deferred the erection of the Utility Suilding until the next 
fiscal year in order to make the provision of the storm windows 
possible in the immediate future. It is hoped, however, that 
a sufficient appropriation has been made not only to provide 
all the items on the list forwarded to your Department through 
our General Secretary, but the storm windows as well. 


I commend this matter to your prompt and sympathetic

I beg inform you that on the 18th. December last 
I received a telégram from the Indian Agent on the Blood reserve, 
informing me that the heating worm in the large boiler at the 
St. Paul's Sehool had burst causing bad foaming, and that it 
required immediate repairs, He stated that he had authorized 
Flett, a plumber at Cardston, to drain the boilers at once, as 
the weather was then mild, and effect repairs before cold weather 
set in. In a letter following this telegram the Agent advised that 
Flett, the plumber, had stated that the trouble was due to using 
well water in the system, and that the water containing an excessive 
amount of soda had rotted the worm, and in consequence it was 
Giving out and mixing with the soft water in the boiler, this 
causing foaming which would lead to further trouble if not 
remedied, It is stated that unless soft water is used entirely 
in the system it will not be long before a number of the pipes 
corrode and will eventually burst. It is recommended that a 
soft water reservoir be installed to store soft Water for use in 
the boilers only. 


I am today in receipt of further information regarding 
this matter, and it ig Suggested that a concrete cistern with a 
capacity of 200 barrels be installed in the school, which would 
enable the engineer in charge to use soft water entirely in the 
Jacket heater for the laundry, and also for the power plant engine, 
as the soda water is doing damage to this plant, [I would think 
that six or seven hundred dollars would meet this expenditure, 
but I doubt whether anything can be done until Spring, as the

consisting of 47 boys and 82 girls. This school as it stands 
today provides the necessary air space for this number of 
pupils, but unfortunately the number of girls so far exceeds 
the number of boys that it is impossible to give the girls the 
proper amount of air space in their dormitory, and on the other 
hand the boys have more than they require for their number. 
The space allotted to the girls is absolutely insufficient, 
and steps will have to be taken, in my opinion, to finish 
the attic floor. Would it not be easy to do this by 
finishing this flat with V-Joint? It seems to me it would 
be more economical and much easier to get the work done than 
to attempt to put in plastered walls, as these would not be 
outside walls, but would have an air space all around. 
Something will have to be done to remedy this condition, and 
I thought perhaps this suggestion might be of some value to 
the Depart t.

Dear Mr.Chene: 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 4th 
instant with reference to bad odours emanating from the 
sewage disposal plant of St.Paul's School. 


The chief cause for complaint, I believe, 
is the result of an extra toilet and washbasin which we 
installed in the basement of the rear extension some 
time after the main contract was completed. This was 
asked for because the engineer and outside men had to 
use the bath-room on the ground floor, and as these men 
often came from work very dirty, it made it difficult to 
keep this bath-room clean. I partitioned off part of the 
basement store-room opposite the kitchen, and placed a 
toilet and wash-basin there, with connection to the main 
sewer outside. The vent from this new bath-room was 
carried up through the emax roof of the one-storey rear 
extension, and when the wind is from the west, odours 
that can scarcely be called fragrant blow into the windows 
of the main building, and more or less permeate the atmos~- 
phere. 


The remedy for this is very simple. Instead of 
venting the two fixtures mentioned through the one-storey 
roof, the present vent should be carried along the basement 
ceiling until a stack is reached in the main building, and 
then the odours would be discharged from the high main roof, 
and be carried away. I asked the local plumber to give me 
an estimate of cost for doing this, but he has neglected to 
do so. 


There is not a trap nor ventilation pipe near t£m the 
entrance to the building, as this is not allowed under the 
Provincial regulations in force in Alberta. The septic tank 
is of the "Aerobic Bed" type, designed by Mr.R.B.Owens,B-A. 
Provineial Sanitary Engineer for this province. 


During hot weather odours occasionally reach the 


school from the pool at the final outlet of the system, 
situated about 800' from the building. This is a more

I have your 402-11A C.&. of the 20th instant, 
estimating the cost of finishing the attic at the St. Paul's 
Indian Residential School. ‘There are no funds available at 
the present time for this activity, but a note is being made 
for future estimates.

I have also your letter of the same number of the 
23rd instant. The ventilator on the septic tank is not 
required in this case and should be closed. I note you are 
in receipt of a letter from the Indian Agent, with reference 
to extending a vent pipe. I am satisfied that this refers 
to another matter, viz.: the venting of the two fixtures 
placed as an afterthought in the basement of the rear exten- 
sion to the main building. The present vent goes through 
the one-story roof. To remove the odor which sometimes 
reaches the main building, this vent should be carried along 
the basement ceiling until a stack is reached in the main 
building and then the odors would be discharged from the 
high main roof. Mr. Gardner Smith recommends that this 
action be taken and he asked a local plumber to give a price 
on it. I believe this is the subject matter of the letter 
to you from the Indian Agent and you are authorized to have 
this pipe extended. 


Concerning the first paragraph in your letter of 
January 24th, the Department is awaiting a more complete 
analysis of the water supply so as to determine what type 
of equipment should be supplied.

In further reply to your letter of April 27th last, 
with reference to the trouble with the water at St.Paul's 
Residential School, I am now able to enclose a further 
government analyses of samples of water. 


I sent a copy of your letter to the Analyist, so 
that he might know exactly what you wanted, and the accon- 
panying Report is the result. 


You will note that in the last paragraph of said 
Report it is stated that the objectionable constituents 
cannot be eliminated from the water, which is causing so much 
trouble in the hot water lines and heating boilers at this 
school. However, with this analysis in hand I am sure you 
will investigate the matter thoroughly, and ascertain if 
there is any water-rectifying apparatus on the market capable 
of overcoming this serious trouble. 


I shall be much interested in hearing further from 
you on the subject. It seems to me that, if it is impossible 
to correct the trouble regarding the deposits from this water, 

t will be advisable to instal a concrete cistern to hold the 
" ain water from the roof, for use in the heating boilers and 
Mcooling system of the power plant

Dear Mr. Chene: 


When at St.Paul's School two days ago, the Princival, 
Rev.Canon Middleton, handed me an Analysis and Proposal in con- 
nection with the water supply, from Stanley Brock Limited, of 
Calgary. This correspondence had been inadvertently addressed to 
me at Cardston instead of at Brocket, which accounts for its long 
delay in reaching my hands. The Principal held the letter, thinking 
I would be calling there sooner than proved to be the case. 


I enclose the data supplied by the Permutit Company of 
Canada, through their Alberta representatives. The Analysis of 
the water is from samples sent them in their own containers. 
Possibly this data may prove helpful to you in your consideration 
of remedial measures for the water supply at St.Paul's School. 


Two features of the Specification, if I read them 
aright, seem to present difficulties. The large quantity of salt 
mentioned (65 lbs. daily) would constitute a somewhat heavy 
outlay. Then, the amount of wash water (75 g.p.m.) for each 
regeneration of 5000 Imp. gals. would seem prohibitive, and 
would wear out the pumping plant. Possibly, however, I may be in 
error in my reading of this Specification, as I have had no 
experience in water-rectifying processes. 


The water consumption at this school is probably over-stated, 


except perhaps on “laundry days", and the average daily consumption 
is likely not in excess of from 3500 to 4000 gals.

Memorandums 


A request was made some months ago by 
the Rev. -rincipal of the St. Paul's Indian Residential 
School at Brocket, that some apparatus be installed 
at that school for the softening of the water, which 
has a high degree of hardness.

« On er 15th. I received a letter from Rev. 
Canon Middletom, Pyihcipal of St. Paul's Indian Residential 
School on the Bloo reserve, saying that he would like to be 
supplied with "a few" Fire Extinguishers suitable for hanging 
in the outbuildings, also an attachment to the water main for 
outside emergencies, As his letter did not make it at all 
clear to me as to just what he did want I wrote to Indian 
Agent Pugh, asking him to €0 into the matter and find out 
what was really needed and he now informs me that the 
Principal asks for two dozen of the Pyrene type of extinguisher 
in the one-gallon capacity, to be hung in the outbuildings, and 
for use in the dormitories and playrooms and perhaps three in 
the attic. The attachment for the water main for outside 
emergencies is to consist of 1000 feet of hose, with a small 
building to house same. In my opinion this latter item is 
altogether unnecessary. We are not providing water and hose 
for the protection of outbuildings that are a long distance 
from the school and where there is no danger of logs of life. 
It might be all right to put three or four of the Pyrene 
Fire Extinguishers in these outbuildings, and one or two more 
in the school. My recommendation is that they be authorized 
to purchase twelve Pyrene xtinguishers, and I think you will 
agree with me that the attachment I have described is not 
necessary. sae however, is for the Department to decide.

I am in receipt of a letter from 
the Indian Agent at Cardston, advising me that 
when Mr. Brotherston was at the St. Paul's School 
repairing the plant, it was found that both 
cylinders had completely corroded from water effects 
on the inside of the jacket which had in turn 
caused heating and the burning of valve seats and 
the scoring of cylinders. The same trouble has 
been experienced with the Agency engine, and the 
Agent requests permission to purchase a half barrel 
of 300 lbs. of a compound to overcome this difficulty. 
The cost of this material is 18¢ per pound, and after 
the first cleaning, only a small quantity will be 
required to prevent further corrosion.

Mr. Scanlan told me of his experience in stopping leaks in 
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the metal roof of the Calgary branch of The Canadian Bank of 
Commerce . He used a patented asbestos cement preparation which 
he applied with a trowel over the leaks, uftmr finishing with a 
second application of a thinner substance applied with a brush. 
He states that the cement bonded itself tightly to the metal, and 
to the best of his knowledge the repairs are still standing up, 
alwnougn une work was done several years ago. 


In any event I shoula nut care vo Start extensive rocf 
work at St. Paul's so late in the season. Also, before recommend- 
ing costly changes in construction I wish to try out patching the 
leaks with the patented roof cement used by Mr. Scanlan. It is 
probable that we can stop the leaks in this way, and perhaps 
thus postpone the heavy expense of roof alteration for another 
year or two, and perhaps longer. At any rate it is our best way 
of getting quick relief from further leakage, and for getting 
over the coming winter without further water damage. 


I have anticipated the Department's consent in sending 
for a few gallons of the necessary material, and as soon as it 
comes I shall have it applied where needed, and in accordance 
with manufacturer's directions. I hope to have this done before 
the present fine weather breaks. The cost will be merely nomin- 
al, and if it give the relief I expect of it, am it will be an 
invaluable aid to us at this time. I do not pretend that this 
patching will permanently overcome the trouble, but according to 
Mr. Scanlan's experience it should at any rate give temporary 
protection. 


I shall keep the Department informed as to the result of 
this experiment.

I have just received a letter from Mir. J. 
He Pugh, Indian Agent at Cardston, reporting that 
corrosion from the water used at the St. Paul's school, 
which has split the casting, necessitated the purchase 
of a new jacket heater, and, as the heater Supplied all 
the hot water in the school, a new one was immediately 
purchased. 


This corrosion, which is a result of the 
peculiar quality of the water used, will, in the opinion 
of Mr. Flett, the plumber at Cardston, ultimately result 
in the corrosion of the pipes throughout the building, 
and when that time arrives it will be a costly matter to 
remedy the condition hy replacing the pipes. ‘he only 
solution of the difficulty now appears to be to get 
different water. It ig pointed out that rain water is 
out of the question, as the present tank is supplying the 
laundry and the boilers, and cannot be relied upon to 
furnish additional requirements. ‘the Agent states that 
there is a spring about three-quarters of a mile from the 
school which flows continually, ard he is having @ sample 
of the water tested with a view to proposing laying pipes 
from the Spring to the school. 


When I receive a further report from the Agent, 
I will communicate with you again on the subject.

I have the honour to report that 


while on the Blood Reserve I inspected both schools. 


ST. PAUL'S ANGLICAN SCHOOL. 


I found everything in good order 
at this institution. The school was well kept and the 
furniture well arranged and looked after. The children 
were well dressed and appeared to be in the best of health. 
There are a few matters which I wish to bring to your 
attention regarding this school. The water that they are 
using at the present time seems to corrode the pipes and 
I am afraid if something is not done that the hot water 
pipes will in a very short time become 60 filled up with 
the hard substance that collects on them that nothing will 
pass through. The jacket heater has been renewed twice 
since this school opened. The water is being tested, and 
Mr. Pugh had sent some of it away with a view of retting 
a report as to whether anything could be put in it to 
prevent the pipes from corroding. I also wish to report 
on the roof of the school. As you know, this roof only 
comes out to the edge of the walle and there are no eaves 
at all. The first drain pipes were found to be tnsatis- 
factory and about three years ago there was $2000.00 spent 
on gutters and down pipes, which were of lead. In looking

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them over I found that the gutters had all cracked, not 
at the joints, but between the joints, and as a 
consequence thé rain leaks through and a lot of it goes 
down between the walls,and the plaster is greatly affected.

The Agent reported on this matter to you in 
his letter dated Aucust 2lst. last, and you evidently 
discussed it with the Deputy, as later 0! Mr. E. Gard 
Smith had instructions, I believe, to have the matter 
remedied, Middleton informed m é ir, E. Gardner 
Smith had tried a certain kind of composition on part 0 
the school, but it was leaking just 46 badly there as any 
filace else, 60 apparently it was not a success, 
opinion there have been enough experiments made on these 
eutters, and I think before any further expenditure is 
incurred something definite should be decided on that we 
know will be a success.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
the Sth, instant No. 103-1-5, with reference to the matter 
of repairing the cornice at the St. Paul's Indian Residential 
School, on the Blood Reserve, and reply to say that it was 
just yesterday I wrote to you regarding this matter, after 
having taken it up with Mr. Johns, Superintendent of 
Construction with the firm of Messrs. Smith Bros, and Wilson. 
Mr. Johns is a competent man who thoroughly understands 
building, and he informed me that in his opinion the trouble 
was not that the bricks are absorbing the water, and that he 
would be very much opposed to having the brick walls water- 
proofed with standard waterproofing before having the matter 
more thoroughly investigated. He feels that the trouble is 
largely due to the gutters, and would recommend that the 
suggestion to have the roof extended be carried out before 
resorting to the waterproofing of the brick. He does not 
know of a case where waterproofing has been done in the 
Province of Saskatchewan, and he claims that the Redcliff 
brick does not require this as it sheds the water. However, 
I am going to have the matter thoroughly looked into and will 
report to you again.

I beg to draw your attention to the 
fact that the gutters at the St. Paul's Indian Residential 
School are giving considerable trouble and the inside walls 
of the school are being destroyed. This matter is not new 
to you, as it was taken up with the Department on two 
different occasions. I had a conversation with you while 
you were in the West and you advised me to write you fully 
in the matter, which I did. 


Apparently instructions were sent out 
to Mr. Gardner Smith to do something in the matter and he 
decided to use plastic roofing material in the gutters omer 
the Principal's residence. However, recent information to 
hand shows that this did not meet the situation, as the 
recent rains penetrated through this material and seeped 
through the walls and matters are just about the same as 
they were before. 


I have discussed this matter fully with 
Mr. Johns, Superintendent, Smith Bros. & Wilson, who is 
familiar with the situation out there, and he is of the 
opinion, that having experimented with lead, copper and 
now with the plastic roofing material, all in vain, the proper 
thing to do is to extend the rafters beyond the walls and 
put ordinary eavestroughing on, This would at least keep 
the water away from the walls. As you are aware, we

Inspector Christianson's Report on Schools, Blood Agency 


Dear Mr. Graham:-— 
I have the honour to report that 
while on the Blood Reserve I visited both the Boarding 


Schools in that Agency. 


St. Mary's School 

I found everything at this 
institution in Al shape. The children were writing on 
their exams, as it was getting near the holiday season. 
The grounds around the school were in the very best 
condition, and they have a fine garden as well as a 
beautiful lot of shrubs and flowers. Their crop looked 
exceptionally well, as it had been put in in the early 
spring, and they were busy doing their summerfallowing 
and breaking new land. The interior of the school was 
clean and tidy, and the children seemed to be in the best 
of health. The construction of a hog pen and implement 
shed was under way. An expenditure for this was authorized 


by the Department. 


St. Paul's School. 

At this institution I also found everything 
in good shape. Nurse McGarry is back there as Matron. 
During her previous tenure of office I found her to be 4 
very capable woman and I must say I am very pleased to see 


her back. The interior of the building from one end to

the other was spotiessly clean, and the furnishings were 
well arranged. The children were writing on their exams 
and they all appeared to be in good health. The grounds 
around the school were jn good shape, and a real effort 
is being made to peautify the place. Shrubs and trees 
have been planted, and graes sown, and good results have 
peen obtained. I might mention that a new Church has 
just been completed within the school erounds which cost 
jn the neighborhood of $15,000. This is a very fine 
building and has 4 full-size basement which is to be 
used as a concert room. 
Regarding the gutters on the school, about 

ch there has been 4 lot of correspondence, I notice by 
a recent letter from the Department that they seem to be 
under the impression that the rain beats through the brick 
walls. This seems to happen but it has nothing whatever 
to do with the gutters. The gutters are right on top 
of the wall, and the inside wall evidently is hollow tile 
and the outside brick, and the water runs down between the 
tile and the prick, as the rafters in the roof only come 
out as far as the inside of the brickwork, and as the 
gutters do not hold the water it, yaturally, has no other 
place to run than down between the walls. This streaks 
the plaster all over, especially on the north and we st 
sides. While I was there, and it had not rained for about 
ten days then, one could smell must all through the 
building as though the plaster were rotting on the inside, 
which no doubt is what is happening, and if something i8 
not done soon it will seriously damage the pbuilding.

I went thoroughly {nto this matter with Mr. Weston, 

who is the only contractor in that part of the country. 

I got ladders and went up and looked over the gutters 

and I found that they were simply cracked all over. 

In a great many places they geem to crack right close 

to the joint. With the movement of the building and the 
change in the weather they seem to expand and then bulge 
up, buckle and crack, and at the present time they are 
absolutely useless. The only solution in my opinion and 
that of Mr. Weston to remedy this was to pring the roof 
out past the wall, and then put on ordinary eave-troughing. 
This will entail a tremendous expense as it will mean 
tearing up 4 certain amount of shingles all around the 
roof and extending the rafters by splicing, then re- 
shingling and putting on eave-trouching. If there is any 
other solution that will prove of permanent penefit I 

have not heard of it, and I have consulted several 
different parties who I know understand matters of this 
kind. Mr. Weston will submit figures for your considera- 
tion in the course of a few days. What I wish to 
emphasize is that something must be done 48 soon as 
possible in order to prevent further damage to the 
building.

With further reference to your letter of the 
Sth. June No. 103-1-5, and my reply of the 12th. idem, I 
beg to say that Mr. Inspector Christianson on his recent 
visit to the Blood Reserve made an examination of the 
St. Paul's School, in company with Mr. Weston, a practical 
builder, and he reports that the lead gutters which were 
put on this building several years ago with the idea of 
correcting the trouble that was being experienced by rain 
leaking through on to the walls,were far from satisfactory. 
The lead contracts and expands and then heaves up and is 
full of cracks through which the water has leaked down 
between the tile and the brick, This is just what Mr. 
Johns, of Meesrs. Smith Bros, & Wilson, said was happening, 
and that the water was not coming through the brick. There 
is no doubt in my mind that the roof will have to be 
extended. Mr. Weston has quoted a price of $4000.00 for 
extending the roof and putting the building in good shape. 
This price includes all material, and with your approval 
I shall have the work proceeded with. Mr. Weston will

I beg to refer to Department letter of 9th 
April last with reference to the request for a second jaciet 
heater for the St. Paul School on the Blood Reserve and to 
the Department's suggestion of a soft water storage tank, 
I have ascertained that there is a concrete tank for storing 
soft water, of a capacity of 200 barrels and this is used 
for the high vressuré boiler, the heating boilers, and the 
engine cooling tank. The jacket heater heats water for the 
baths, sinks, basins &c and is at present supplied ‘rom a 
gravity tower tank which holds a roximately 20.000 gallons 
and requires to be filled by pumping three or four times a week, 
In other words, the requirements are from 60.000 to 80.000 
gallons per week and it would not be feasible to build a 
concrete tank of Such capacity even if the rainfall coulda 
be depended upon to xeep a constant supply of soft yater 
available, I therefore beg to recommend that a second 
jacket heater be installed as the most economical and 
Satisfactory method meeting the di iculty,.

Dear Sir:- 


You will have heard from Canon Middleton, Principal of 
our St. Paul's School on the Blood Reserve, that on the morning 
of May 26th last, the cow stable was completely destroyed by 
fire. As Canon Middleton informed me in his telegram that he 
hed notified your Department of this loss, I did not consider 
it necessary on my part to notify you as well. 


With regard to the cause of the fire, when the 
Principal sent his telegram on Miay 26th, followed by a letter of 
the same date, the cause was unknown. His letter in this 
connection reads as follows:- 


" In confirmation of the ‘Wire’ sent this morning stating 
that the cow stable had been completely burnt down between 
the hours of 9 and eleven this moming. 


Immediately after ‘Chapel’ about 9.20, a girl saw smoke 
issuing from the barn. She gave warning, and we all rushed 
out. The Farm Instructor (Mr. Lawton) and several boys were 
up working on the garden. They also rushed down, and we 
manned a bucket parade--but all attempts to save the burning 
building weré hopeless. I called the Indian Agent, also the 
Chemical Brigade from Cardston. 


Ne were successful in saving the adjoining building. Owing 
to the intense heat, the Pump House was slightly scorched, 
but no damage was done. Regarding the cause of the fire. 
That I do not know. lr. Lawton left the stables long before 
the fire was first seen. There was some hay in the loft, 
recently hauled from the stack. There is a possibility that 
this may have heated, and thus started a smouldering, beyond 


¢hat I cannot say. All the stock was out of the barn with 
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the exception of two calves, and these were speedily removed. 
There was a loss with some of the Feed oats, other than that, 
there was no damage only to the cow stable itself, which was 
completely burned down to the ground, and the stanchions now 
stand sll twisted. 


I regret to have to send in this report, but at the present 
all I can say is, that the cause of the fire is unknown. 


Additional. As a future assistance towards securing help 
for outside buildings in case of fire, I wrote the Indian 
Department late in the year 1927, urging that a Stand Pipe 
with 1000' of Hose be attached. If such were fixed, l 
mentioned that it would tend to reduce the chances of fire 
spreading on both the main building (School) and the out- 
buildings. To this I received a letter from Ottawa dated 
December 15, 1927, stating--- 


"The Department is not prepared at the present 
"time to supply the attachment consisting of 
"1000" of hose for the water main for outside 
"emergencies". 


May I add, that had this 1000' of Hose been attached as I 
recommended, the damage would have been reduced to a minimum. 
As it is there is no possible chance of saving the outbuildings 
in case of fire." 


I have asked the Principal to furnish me with a recommendation 
with regard to the construction of a new building after he had talked 
the metter over with the local Indian Agent. I have not yet received 
his recommendation, but will write to you again in due course in this 
connection. As the horse stable at this School was very unsatisfactory 
in many ways, I am of the opinion that the plans for rebuilding could 
very well arrange for this building to be fitted up as a work-shop: or 
for some other purpose, and that the new stock barn might be modelled 
after the one at the 014 Sun School and have accommodation for the 
milk cows at one end, and for the horsea at the other. A building of 
that type would be in keeping with the main school building ant the 
school premises in general, and I commend this suggestion to your 
favourable consideration.

He 
sugeests that two teams of horses be purchased for this 
school and that two Indians be engaged to do the 
hauling. Dr. Westgate believes that the saving in the 
hauling expenses would fo a long way towards the 
purchase of the animals. 


I doubt if two additional teams are really 
required at this school, but it is possible that one 
team with harness is needed, and, if you concur in 
this, it might be advisable to make purchase and to 
arrange for the hauling of the materials for the new 
stable - the team@ and harness to be the property of 
the school at the end of the building activity. 
During wet weather, the other school teams would, no 
doubt, be able to assist. Please let me know what 
action you take.

I beg to inform you that I am in receipt 
of a letter from Agent Pugh, enclosing copy of one 
which he received from Canon Middleton, Principal of 
the St. Paul's Indian Residential School, in which he 
asks that a new foundation be put under the existing 
hog pen, and that the building be moved in a line with 
the new barn. 


When I was at the reserve this was brought 
to my attention by the Agent, and in my opinion, to make 
a change of this kind would be a great mistake. My 
suggestion is that the building be left where it is and 
that a high board fence be carried along from the stable 
to the hog pen. This would shut off the unsightliness 
of the hog pen, and is undoubtedly the best thing to do.

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS 
On the 7th instant instructions were issued for 
an investigation into certain troubles at the above School 
in connection with the sewage disposal system, If possible, 
the causes of the trouble were to be ascertained and 
advice given as to remedial measures necessary. 
Acting on instructions given him to do the 
above work the writer proceeded to the School, on the 8th 


instant, 


According to information secured from the 
Principal, the liatron, and Mr.Ralph Weston, a contractor 
from Cardston, who is thoroughly conversant with the 
sewage disposal system, offensive odours have been 


noticeable both in and around the School for some time. 
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Mr.Weston supplied information to the effect that at 
times the sewer vents in different parts of the roof 


gave off a disagreeable smell. 


CONDITIONS AS FOUND 

A disagreeable smell was noticeable inside 
the buildings on the evening of the 8th instant, and, as 
there was no wind at the time, it was evident that 
the odour did not come from the outlet west of the 
School but from the School sewers. 

On the morning of the 9th the manhole covers 
on the septic tank were removed and the tank was found to 
be full of sewage, the water level standing some three 
feet above the overflow pipe. it may be added that inch 
boards and “two-by-fours” were also floating about inside 
the tank. the syphons were found to be choked and the 
overflow pipe was also blocked. 

From information obtained through Mr.Gardner- 
Smith, Superintendent of Construction in Alberta for the 
Department of Indian Affairs, it was calculated that the 
sewage was backed up to a depth of over two feet in the 


sewers inside the School buildings. 


DESIGN AND POSITION OF PRUSENT WORKS 

The accompanying plan will show the details of 
the septic tank and the location of the works at present 
in existence. ‘the septic tank when completed was expected 


to act as follows:- the sewage was led into the tank from 
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the main sewer, was divided by the baffle shown and was 
than expected to flow out over the upper board platform 
and through it to the third platform, and so on to the 
bottom of the tank. 

It was expected that the solids would all 
caught and held in the holes in the various platforms, 
that only liquids would reach the syphons. 

inis expectation was not realized, and from 
information secured by the writer, it would seem that 
the system has never functioned as i should have 
Solids and bits of wood or rubbish have 
the syphons and the tank has gradually fi j i backed 

sewage up and into the sewer pipes inside the building. 

It may be added that the action of the acids 
in the sewage destroyed all the nails in the platforms, 

s a result of which the platforms became a tangle of 
floating boards and "two-by-f ours". 

In order to ensure a permanent and proper 
functioning of the sewage disposal system several 
important alterations would appear to be very advisable, 
vizs- 

1. Depth of septic tank to be increased by some four 
feet. 
Some important chang € the design of 
the tank. 
Septic tank to be relocated on lower ground further 


from the School and playground. 
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Sewer line from septic tank to be relocated on 
steeper grade northward, witn outlet well away 


from school grounds and from road allowance. 


Since funds for such extensive alterations 
are not available certain alterations are being made 
which, it is hoped, will go a long way towards preventing 
a recurrence of the past troubles.altnougn it is by no 
means certain that the hope will be realized. {t can be 
confidently ©x ected, however, that an improvement will 
result. All ‘he lumber in tne septic tank is being 
removed, the wall between tne septic tank and tne syphon 
chanbers is being carried to tne roof and an opening 
into such syphon chamber, a foot square, covered by a 
metal screen is being left in this wall. 

dhe openings into the syphon chambers are 
being placed about 18 inches above the floor of the tank. 
the pool created will therefore be 18 inches deep - in the 
writer's opinion this is too snaliow for a permanent 
remedy, but might serve a5 4 temporary advantage until 
funds are available to put in a complete and satisfactory 
system. 

In addition a long rod rigidly attached to each 
syphon dome is to be placed and held in a vertical position 
in each manhole by means of guides so that in case of a 
blocking of the syphons the dome covers may be raised by 4 


man on the ground above, without it being necessary for 
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him to go down into the chambers. 


ALTERATIONS AT SEWER OUTLET 

In order to abate the nuisance of bad odours 
at the sewer outlet it is intended by means of about two 
hundred feet of wood stave pipe to carry the outlet toa 
point north of the road allowance as shown on the plan. 

While this will improve conditions it is 
realized that it is only a temporary relief measure and 
that the sewer line should be re-located northward, as 


shown on the general plan. 


PERMANENT REMEDY SUGGESTIONS 

To put the sewage system at St.Paul's School 
in thorough order and to guarantee against any future 
trouble it is thought after mature consideration that 
nothing less than the following measures will suffice. 

At Septic tank - 

(1) Floor level lowered four feet. (2) two 
baffle walls built - from the ceiling downward - in the 
septic tank, (3) wall between septic tank and syphon 
chambers raised to level of one foot above the bottom of 
the baffle walls, (4) a screen grid of }" rods, closely 
spaced, placed between baffle wall and wall between septic 
tank and syphon chambers, said screen to be about one foot 
below crest of dividing wall. 

the design suggested is one that would closely 
follow that which was put in at the School at “nion Lake,

it is also recommended that the sewer line 
from the septic tank be relocated to the northward instead 
of westward as at present. By so relocating this line, 
the outlet will be removed to a point where it will not 
give offence to the school population nor to the passers- 
by on the road allowance. Many complaints have been 
received in the past by reason of the proximity of the 
sewer outlet to this main road. 

to lower the septic tank at its present location 
and to relocate the sewer line from it at this 
would be very costly. It is considered that by 
better plan would be to construct a new septic tank 
two hundred feet nearer the barn - away from the 
near wnich it now is situated. 

the ground at the location suggested is about 
four feet lower than that where the tank now is, 
this new location to the point suggested as the new 
location of the sewer outlet, the ground falls some twenty 
feet. it is therefore plain that the fall both to and from 
the septic tank is ample, and that there will be a minimum 
of deep trenching.

I beg to bring to your attention in connec- 
tion with the St. Paul's Residential School on the Blood 
Reserve, that a steam register is required in the cloth 
ing room. This has been asked for on several occasions. 


Without the register, the room in question 
is cold, and the clothing in winter is always damp with 
frost when taken out of this room, If the register were 
supplied, this would be overcome. 


A plumber from Cardston would have to install 
this register. The cyllinder in the well should also be 
lowered, as very often they are out of water for awhile 
until it rises. There is an abundence of water in the well 
but in order to take advantage of it a 20-foot length of 2" 
pipe is necessary to lower the cyllinter. It would be nec- 
essary to have Mr. Flett from Gardston do this work, as the 
school has not the proper equipment to make the change. 


I trust that both the register and the lower- 
ing of the cyllinder will be authorized as both are required 
and the cost would not be very great.

At the St. Paul's Ang School, the work of changing 
a@ pump barrel was carried out and full report made to the 
Dominion Water Branch at Calgary. The flow of water seemed 
good at the test made, and it becomes apparent that the working 
parts of the pump were worn. A further test will be made on 
this well. Work of a repair nature was started at the Blood 
R C School, particularly to the water tower which was in bad 
shape. Other buildingswere also undergoing repair as authorized. 
I noted that at the St. Paul's School, the water tower there was 
leaking, this no doubt being due te the poor pumping and not 
sufficient water being carried in the tower, and the upper ribs 
not sealed. I have sought authority to do some repair work on 
this tower. At both schools the grounds present a very nice 
appearance, expenditure being made by both institutions on 
imorovements.

With reference to the overhaul job 
recently finished on the Lister Engines at the St. Pauls 
Anglican School, by the Bruc& Robinson Electric Ltd. of 
Calgary, I wish to state that several items not es ttimated 
for came up. 


Firstly, The Hopper on the 6 H.B. 
engine was split and this had to be replaced. 


Secondly. I had to make an arrangement 
with the Lethbridge Iron Works to do some cutting and grind- 
ing on Cylinder heads and also to build up the crankshaft 
in the 12 H.}. Engine. This bill of the latter firm is $19.70 
but by doing this we did affect the saving of the cost of a new 
Crankshaft at about $55.00. I have not the Bruch Robinson 
bill to hand as yet, and therefore not in a position to state 
the total cost. It will however, exceed the $125.00 under 
the circumstances, as two days time was absorbed in getting the 
work done at the Lethbridge Iron Works as the Bruc&é Robinson 
man had to take the parts there to fit etc. I will submit 
direct to Ottawa the accounts unless you further inetruct.

There are certain funds available for repairs at 
each of these schools in our appropriation for the fiscal 
year 1936-37 and the Department will write you further 
about this matter next month. It should be understood, 
however, that the amount being authorized in this letter 
for painting the towere will have to be taken out of the 
amount provided for repairs and improvements in the current 
year's appropriation.

Dear Doctor MoGill: 

I have the honour to report on an 
inspection of St. Paul's C. E. Indian Res- 
{dential School on the Blooc Reserve: 

The buildings are in & fair state 
ef repair and apparently well taken oare of 
4n every way. The furnishings are well 
arranged and in good order. 

The Department will reeall that 
the machinery at this Ainatitution went out 
of order during the winter and arrangements 
were made with the Calgary Power Company to 
connect it up with their power line. The 
old engines are no longer in use, and pump- 
ing, &0-, is now done by electricity. The 
boilers are in good working order as they 
were fixed up during the winter. 

It wus brought to my attention that 
the cement between the pricks was beginning to 
crumble away and that it would be necessary to 
point the brick-work. This was provided for 
in the estimates. The roof of the main build- 
ing also requires painting whenever funds are 
available, and provision was made for this ex~ 
penditure in the estimates. The outbuildings 
also require painting, but this was not provided 


for. We furnished the school with some paint 
Doctor Harold W. MeGill, = last - 


Deputy Superintendent Genera} 


Department of Indian ffeire, 
OTTAWA 
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last year for interior decorating, and the work 
was done by the staff. Canon Middleton informed 
me that if an additional amount was supplied this 
year the Staff would again do the painting inside. 

The grounds around the school are in 
good shape and considerable work has been done 
by Canon Middleton and his staff in beautifying 
them. 

The health of the children has been 
very good thie last winter and they all looked 
fairly well. The only thing that was brought 
to my attention was that the epidemic of Measles 
there sometime ago had left the children with 
weak eyes, which very often happens with that 
disease. Dostor Wall will be there shortly, I 
believe, and he will go Anto thismatter. 

I found that the children were furn- 
ished with ample clothing and in checking up 
on the meals I found they were very well fed. 


Zarming!~ 
Farming was more oF less of a failure 


last year owing to the drought, but the School 
is seeding approximately 200 acres this spring, 
and the work was well under way when I was there. 
They also have a good garden, and as 4 rule raise 
sufficient potatoes and garden truck for their 


own use. 
They have quite @ mumber of cattle and 


horses, and have a total of 40 cows, 21 of which 
were being milked at the time of my visit, which 
supplies them with milk and cream, and they also 
make butter. 
Training of Children'= 

The Provincial School Inspector inspected 


this school a short time ago and he remarked that 
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it would be of great benefit to engege another 
teacher. I discussed this with Canon Middleton 
and he informed me that several of the ohildren 
from the junior room, which was overcrowded, 
would be advanced to the senior room this spring, 
which will take care of the situation and that 
the matter would adjust iteelf, as he stated the 
commission would not sanction the appointment of 
another teacher. 

Ae far as the academic work in thie 
school is concerned, I would say this is very 
satisfactory and that the children are getting 
a good education in the classroom. I am, how- 
ever, of the opinion that the farm work might 
be better done and the boys given & better train- 
ing in this respect. I am not in a position to 
say very much about this 46 the land was just be- 
ing plowed and harrowed, but their returns from 
farming operations have not been 498 good as they 
should have been. I shall go into this matter 
the next time I wisit the reserve, which will be 
during the summer, and see how the work is per- 
formed. The girls receive a very good sreining, 
and as a whole I would say the school is doing 
very good worke 

The Staff consists of the Principal and 
6 other male members, and 6 lady members — & total 
of 15. The Department know that Ganon Middleton's 
daughter is on the teaching staff, and his son is 
acting as Farming Instructor. Probably this will 
work out well, but personally I am never enthusisestic 


over such & family arrangement. 


The Staff all seem to be doing satisfactory 


work and they are very busy. 
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In conclusion I wish to point out that 
I would recommend that $125.00 be authori*ed for 
interior decorating, and if the peinting of the 
Toof of the main building and the Pointing can be 
allowed, this work is necessary as soon as funds 
@an be provided. Authority for whatever work is 
to be allowed might be gent either to Mr. Pugh 
or myself,

I wish to report further to my night letter 
of the llth, regarding the repair and replacement of heating 
radiators in the water tower at the St. Paul's Anglican School 
that I find that tne breakage in this was discovered on the 
morning of the llth, ana I find that the Engineer had re- 
signed and left the ,chool that morning and I, therefore, 
had no chance to question him regarding this breakage. 


On enquiry however from the Principal, I 
find that about two weeks ago, Guring ® very cold spell of 
20% below zero, that the Engineer foundiit necessary to re- 
fill the boilers, which would indicate that the radiators 
had been froxen during this cold spell, and with the mild 
weather since prevailing, there has been no heat used in 
the tower till the 10th - llth, when a bad etorm struck 
and it turned cold, ana 4t was then that one of the employ- 
ees went up into the tower to find the Padiators all cracked 
and leaking. I may say that every fall I selephone both 
schools to see that the steam is put up into the towers 
before cold weather sets in, to prevent an occurence of this 
mature, and in my opinion steam has been turned on too late, 
in other words, when there was too much frost, with con- 
sequent cracking. 

As instructed, I have requested the local 
Plumber, Mr. F.W.Flett, who is on the “Approved list" to 
make the necessary revairs at a cost of %85.00 for radiator 
repairs, We may, however, find that the supply lin, is 
frozen, andi f such is the case, the information will be 
sent forward at once, We cannot ascertain this latter ungil 
the radiator section is repaired,

SCHOOLS 


Both schools were visited during the month, but 
classrooms were not visited. Except for the odd truant at 
the Anglican school, attendance was full at both schools. 
Examinations occupied the last two weeks of the term. St Paul's 
school had two or three pupils taking their exams. at the 
Cardston High school in the Higher grades. 


Attendance was made at both schools on the last 
two Sundays of the month, at the prize giving. Both schools 
well attended by the parents for the occasions. 


Hepair work had to be carried out at the Anglican 
School on the Pump, taking out the roda and leathers, th 
latter we had to change and I note that the brass valve is 
badly worn, and will before long have to be renewed. 


Both schools dismissed their pupils on the 26th 
June for the summer holidays, except for a number of girls 
over the age of 14 years, whom they have retained. I 
suggested to the principals, that in view of new regulations 
regarding holidays, I thought it advisable to let all 
children go, and place the responsibility on the parents 
ff the older girls. 


All boilers at both schools hav: been inspected 


by the Prov. Gov. Boiler Inspector.

make up the large amount of cost. The breaking of 
rods was unavoidable being worn to about 2" in 
thickness, with a warp in two rods, at which point 
they broke."

BUILDING: 


The school building is kept clean and in good 
repair. The outer buildings are properly cared for, 


I noticed on opening a tap at one of the 
wash-basins that the air-pressure was exceptionally 
Strong. I am afraid this is caused by the hard water, 
a& certain amount of corrosion forming inside the 
pipes, which reduces the water flow and causes the 
air pressure to be too Strong. I would suggest having 
this checked over; also the steam boilers, to 
ascertain whether there is not some damage being 
caused through the System generally, by the water 
now is use,

I attach account covering the cost of repairs 
to the water pump at the St. Paul's Residential 
School. In regard to this account the Indian agent 
writes as follows: 


"In regard to Voucher No. 894, $146.05, I may 
say that all summer we have had trouble with the 
water pump, and as a consequence of water shortage, 
I deemed it advisable to pull the pump, and 
unfortunately, the rods broke and the whole valve and 
bottom rods dropped and as you will note from the 
voucher, the cost of rods and labour and spool valve 
make up the large amount of cost. The breaking of 
rods was unavoidable being worn to about 2" in 
thickness, with a warp in two rods, at which point 
they broke."

I have your memoraadun of the 19th 
instant with reference to the expenditure in- 
curred in repelring the water tower et the ot. 
Paul's Indian residential school. 


There is « large water tank at this school 
and the Indien arent reported in a letter dated 
February 17, 1959, that an examination of the tank 
revealed two splits in the riser pipe of the tank. 

It was, therefore, necessary to strip down the boxed 
cesing of the water riser and stean pipe casing up 

to the tower. “hen this was done it was noted that 
all the hair and insuletion material had broken off 
the pipes and washed d@own to the bottom of the casing. 
It was, therefore, necessary to do the following work: 


l. eld riser supply pipe. 


2. Reewrap with new insulating material the riser 
pipe and steam pipes. 


S. Re-case with inside boards and rubberoid paper 
the boxed casing, and as & matter of better pro- 
tection, to line the both sides of the boxed 
casing with sine or tin, this to prevent water 
going into this casing and to keep out the wind, 
ap the wood shiplep shrinks and eventually lets 
in the cold winds of winter as it was due to the 
leaking water from the tower and the open cracks 
that frost struck the bare pipe with consequent 
freezing and splitting. 7 
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At the time the Agent wrote there were no 
funds available for the work but as the school 
was dependent on the proper condition of the tank 
for their water it was necessary to authorize the 
Agent to proceed and forward the account for pay- 
ment from funds provided in the current year's 
appropriation. I might add that when forwarding 
the account on June £1 last indian Agent jugh 
wrote as follows: 


‘ghile the account exceeds a little my 
expectation, unforeseen damage and the difficulty 
of performing this labour and tle material involved 
to ensure s lasting job hes set the cost somewhat 
high but I feel sure that the pipe system to the 
tank will last quite a few years."

SCHOOLS: Both schools have been visited during the month 

ut owing to large amount of Office business to be attended to 

at this time of year have not male the necessary School report 
for this month at efther school, but hope to be able to make a 
full report at the end of January. 

Authority having been received to repair the floor of the Boy's 
playroom, this has been done and we expect that the temporary 
repair will keep the floor in shape for a considerable time. 
Towards the end of the month the Well at the Blood RC School 
stopped pumping water, and the tank with the water supply 
diminishing fast, I advised the Principal to allow the Children 
to go home until the well had been cleaned out, at the time of 
writing Authority has been received, to clear the sand out of 
both the Blood R C Sbhool and Stapuis School wells, both of which 
fillup with sand. At present the St Pauls School are getting enougt 
water for their school needs. As soon as these wells have been 
cleaned reports will be sent forward under seperate cover.

I beg to advise, that while visiting the St. Peul's 
Indian Residential School with Inspector Schmidt of 
Calgary,the 500 gallon Hot Water Tank in the Laundry 
Dept,was found to be leaking at various spots which 
have already been welded, these are very slow leaks. 


I have again visited the School and Made a more 
thorough inspection in company with the Engineer in 
charge and found that this Tank has already been turned 
over once to place the original bage on top and the 
fittings changed to accomplish this,this was déne on 
account of leaks that had developed, thus placing the 
leaky part on the top, 


The assistant of the local Plumber who made the 
last check-up,crawled inside the Tank and reported that

The Plumber(Mr.F,.Flett) advises that these Tanks

this limited sum.

6t Paul's School I found nine Fire Hoses in the Corridors and the 
Boiler Room, every one of these hoses were very old and in a bad 
state of repair, At St Mary&s R C School I found 10 Hoses some of 
them in a very excellent state, which had been replaced lately, and 
the ret of the hoses were in a good condition, I t would seem that 
the fire hoses in St Paule should be replaced immediately, for 
to give them fair protection inside; and I would also recommend 
that sufficientrefills be purchased for the fire extinguishers at 
each Scliool the number and size of each exstinguisher being attachd 
on a seperate sheet, 


In reply $o your last paragraph regarding the 

| guggeetion of a Hydrant being placed close to the water tower for 

| outside fire protection, I have looked over the situation regarding 
thie suggestion, and find that thenmost of the hose connected to 

| the suggested Hydrant will be laying on the ground and will hardly 
reach the main Building, I would like to recommend that when funds 
are available to insure good protection to the School that can be 
used when the building is full of smoke the following which I have 
tried to show on the enclosed sketch, as both building are very 
much alike the same system can be used at both Schools, 


The plan is as follows the running of a three 
inch pipe to the North and South Walls of the annex to the main Budi 
Building where at present the Kitchen Laundry and Boiler room are 
located, with the School Chapel above, which is the most likely 
place for a fire to start, the three inch pipe will come through 
the wall and be fitteed with a connection to which the fire hose 
can be attached, This will allow the use of the hose on the back 
of the main building, and will cover a portion of the front of 
the building. The expense to do this will be the purchase of three 
inch pipe sufficient to reach the walls from the main water main, 
the labor ( this may be done with help of the School engineer) and 
the purchase of 500 Feet of Fire Hose foreach School, 


I have made no estimate of the cost of this w 
work, but if the Department approve of my suggestion I will immed- 
iate make enquiries as to cost etc,

SCHOOLS. Both schools well att nded during the quarter, 
except for truants. The services of the RCMP used in some instances 
for the return of pupils who either ran away or did not return from 
week-end holidays. 


The matter of the above truancy is now bein; dealt 
with on instructions form the Branch, nd the not tions of the 
Provincial School Inspector's Report being passed on to the respoc- 
tive Principals for their comments. 


A number of pupils were hospitalized durin: the 
quarter at the Indian Hospital and returned to their respectiv? 
schools on recovering. 


Quarantine was placed on both schools during the 
month June due to an outbreak of measles, nine cases were reported 
from the St. Paul's Anglican School, none from the Blood R.C. School. 


Premises at both schools are in fairly good shape, and 
improvements made at both schools without cost to the De artment from 
appropriations. Painting of several buildings at The Blood RC. School 
has been carried out, and are quite attractive, using white for walls 
and red for roofs. 


The Painting of the barns and house at the St. Paul's 
School has been completed, this was delayed due to bad weather. 


The High Pressure Laundry Boiler wis the subject of 
Special letter seeking authority for repairs by the Lethbridge Laundry 
Due to labour shortage, this w rk cannot be carried out till after 
the 9th of July, when this company will have a boiler man available. 


The Motor at this school, used for pumping and laundry 
was sent into Lethbridge for re airs, and is now in use again. Further? 
study of the plant at this school is being made, with a view to 
eliminating the costs of repair, and will be submitted to the Branch 
when compiled.

In both cases, when raining, the water has leaked down to 
the plaster, and repairs ghoula be effectei on Roof Cap & Flashings 
ana the Plaster then replaced. 


SEWER SYSTEM:- This has become bogged down due to lack of water 
passing through the system while the Pumping set up was under 
repair, and it appears necessary to have the system and septic 
tank pumped out while flushing with the Fire hose. To do this I 
have obtained the services of the Town of Cardston tank pump which 
we will have to pay 4 nominal rental for 2 days, and authorized 
the School to hire 2 Indians to assist the School labour in this 
worke 


It is thought that if the whole Tank is cleaned out in this 
manner, it will clear the blockage and prevent the recurrence of 
the strong odour now permeating the Schoole 


T have not obtained costs for the toof work as this will be 
aifficult to Ustimte, being a patching job, utilizing tin flashing 
some shingles and perhaps some Sealing Compound. Should the Srant 
so desire an Estimate can be obtained from 4 local Contractor nd 
gubmitted prior to carrying out this worke It is thought that 
approximately 1125.00 would cover the Roof work and Plastering.

$12,000 with an additional $1200 required for @ gasoline driven 
centrifugal booster pump for use in case of fire. 


We now have all the necessary information to enable 
us to proceed with the installation of the pressure tank system 
at once if you concur in our recommendation. It is estimated 
that this work will require about two months as this is the 
best delivery that can be procured for the steel tank. On the 
other hand replacement of the present elevated tank would re~ 
quire about six months.

The writer investigated the possibility of War Assets 
Corporation of Calgary having something on hand of a similar 
type and suitable for the schools, They do have dishwashing 
units made up of two sink compartments 2' x 2', with drain 
boards at each end; these are constructed of sheet metal and 
are the type used in army kitchens, They are in good shape 
and are being offered at #15,36 per unit, We would require 
two of these units, one Sor each school, and would have to 
add to the original price the cost of installation with new 
traps, pipe, etc., which would probably amount to another %25,00 
per unit, 

As both Residential Schools are badly in need of these 
units, may authority be given either to have the large units 
built and installed at $150.00 each or purchase the smaller 
units at $15.36 each with costs of installing added.

Qn September 22nd this office received «a phone 2011 from 
the Indian Agent of the above reserve to the effect that the recently 
instelled pressure tank had settled, breaking @ connection in one of 
the pipes between the tank and the inside of the building. The Agent 
was instructed to heave the locel plumber repair the break and leave 
the work open for our inspeetian. 


Mr. Snelson inspected this work on October 3rd. All 
the run-off from an adjacent roof, and from a two foot depth of wet 
snow directly over the tank, had caused sufficient eettlenent in the 
tenk and in the one inch air pipe leading from the tank into tlw building 
to break the threads off the one inch pipe at the tank. Upon inspection 
it was found that they had dug down to this connection and repaired it. 
They were advised to fill in the hole, as in lir. Sneleon's opinion it 
would not be probable thet there would be any further settlemeut. There 
ie also the possibility of there being a woek thread in the connection 
that broke. 


In our opinion very little settlement could have occurred 
in the large 5,000 gallon tank as this tank was cerefully bedded down on 
the solid earth of a newly excavated trench. Some settlement covlé have 
cocurreéd in the one inch air pipe that rune from the top of the tank to 
the inside of the building. 


On October Sré the old water tower had been pulled down 
anéd «a local firm was salvaging the ueeable lumber and pipe.

St. Paul's School has a qualified Carpenter on the Staff 
and a goodly number of large Indian boys anxious to learn more 
about carpentry - it would be my earnest recommendation that 
the Department furnish these boys with the material and, under 
the guidance of Mr. J. Mould, the Instructor, allow them to 
build a small cottage for the Farming Instructor, The Principal 
has assured me that the Staff and pupils can handle all the 
labour involved. I have had an estirate prepared by the 
Gahoon Lumber Company of Cardston for the entire material for 
a small cottage, 20 x 20, or 16 x 20 with an 8 x 10 lean-to 
copy of which I enclose; you will see that the total cost of 
material is not much greater than the cost of moving the ram- 
shackle building and the value will be thrice as great.

I believe the Department would have p&ans for a simple 
cottage, size 20 x 20, which Mr. Mould could follow - if not, 
I am sure plans can be drawn here for such a building,

Attached hereto is a requisition, in triplicate, for 
a 250 loaf capacity bake oven urgently needed for the St. 
Paul's Indien Residential School, Blood Reserve, Cardston, 
Alberta. Also attached is a cut of the type of oven 
needed and a letter from General Steel Wares Ltd., Calgary 
regarding an oven. 


The existing oven at St. Paul's School has been worn 
out for years, the lower deck is completely burned out and 
cannot be used at all while the upper deck does a very poor 
job of baking and is near the burned out stage. I was called 
to the School a week or so ago when the grates had fallen out 
of this oven and with the help of baling wire and scrap iron 
these were patched up, but there is no doubt but that this 
oven can be used but a few weeks more; it is hopeless. 


You will note that the need of a bake oven was listed 
first as equipment most needed in the report submitted by the 
Nutrition Division of the Department of National Health and 
Welfare upon the St. Paul's School. A bake oven was also 
included in the Estimates for the Blood Reserve, 1948/49, 
for this school. een 

It is hoped that this requisition can-he given 
timmediate attention, for the need is urgent.

ing or convenience. I have written, under separate cover, 
regarding the {mmediate need of a bake oven and have for- 
warded @ requisition for same together with prices and 1lit- 
erature from Gen ral Steel Wares Ltd., of Calgary, who claim 
to be able to supply in four months time. It is hoped that 
an oven can be ordered immediately and that the present relic 
will hang together until delivery can be made. 


Bread mixer. This is certainly needed - the work of mixing 

ties of dough is far too great for the pupils and 

staff. We hope to have 4 greatly increased 

attendance & hool in the new term and a mixer will 
then be an absolute It would be very desirable 
4f a bread mixer © d at the same time the new 
oven is put in this school la certainly 6° to- 
gether and make for more @ ith much less 
manual labor. 


Potato Peeler. A potato peeler should be secured for this 
School and would be another big labor saver. We should be 
able to secure & suitable peeler from War Assets; I shall 
look into this the next time I am in Calgary and report. 
It would be appreciated also if War Assets at Ottawa could 
be interviewed regarding any of these machines which might 
be for sale. 


Walk-in Refrigerator. A necessity which has been prought 
to the attention of the Department and turned down in the 
past. For sanitation and health and for the convenience 
of the Staff, 4 walk-in refrigerator should be installed in 
the near future. 


Bread slicer. We should be able to secure this machine, in- 
expensively, from War Assets along with the potato peeler, - 
it will be a great help and should not cost much. Could War 
Assets, Ottawa, be approached regarding 4 bread slicer - 
when information 4s asked re the potato peeler; I BBall see 
what is in Calgary stores. 


Flectric Mixer: A household type mixer is what Miss McCready 
Suggests - not @ necessity, but very useful nevertheless. 
One can be secured locally for approximately $50.00. 


Covering of Table Tops. There are twenty tables in the dining 
Toom of this school, each 8' x 3%', making & total of 560 sq. 
ft. of table surface to be covered; at the same time we would 
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need approximately 500' of aluminum beading for the edges. 
These tables are badly worn and should be covered with either 
battleship linoleum or tempered masonite; the masonite, I 
believe, makes the neatest and most durable surface as well 
as being most economical. With pupils of the school doing 
the work, under the able direction of their woodworking 
instructor, this whole project could be completed for about 
$250.00, if authority were given. 


While we are discussing tables, I would like to see the 
‘family service' system inaugaurated at this school. This 
system is used at our other Residential School and with 

very marked success. With this method the children get their 
food served hot, they take only what they can eat which makes 
for a considerable saving, and at the same time learn val- 
uable table manners. This method also makes for a neater din- 
ing room and I am sure the pupils enjoy it much more in that 
each table is one little happy family rather than the long 
tables stretching across the room, without any individuality, 
where the food is placed on the plates in the kitchen and 
brought to the table - cold when eaten. Miss McCready, in 
her report, mentions this system and I am sure would like to 
see it stabted. 


The tables that we now have could be used, if repaired, as 

individual tables, but some form of chairs would have to be 
secured - and the benches that are now used thrown out. We 
would also need covered serving dishes for each table. 


If the Department would consider starting this system of dining 


at the St. Paul's School, I would be only too glad to secuwe 
complete prices on all necessary items. 


Covering of floors. The kitchen fltéor in this school is of 

cement - it should be covered with linoleum for the Staff's 
sake; however, with the scarcity of this item it is believed 
that this will have to wait for the present. 


Additions of necessary cooking utensils. Additions of large 
kettles and mixing bowls, as recommended by Miss McCready, 
have been purchased by the Principal and are now in use. 
Dishwashing unit. T is was asked for last year - at a cost 
of $950.00, but funds at that time did not warrant the pur- 
chase. We mean to ask for this item at the beginning of the 


coming fiscal year again - as it is badly needed - and we 
hope that purchase can be effected at that time. 
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In closing, we would like to point out that the St. 
Paul's Residential School - as a structure - is badly run 
down. This is due in part to age and also to the lack of 
upkeep during the war years. The roof, of course, is the 
big thing and the leakage caused by it has been instrumental 
in doing a great deal of damage to the interior walls and 
ceilings. Some plastering is now badly needed and the 
entire building, inside and out, needs paint if the worst 
way. The water system has not been working perfectly, and 
the last blow has been the failure of the well, which has 
given out (authority has been asked for the drilling of a 
new one). Equipment for the most part is very old and 
has seen too many years of service - this mainly in the 
boy's and girl's wash rooms. The old tin wash troughs are 
eaten out and leaking and should be replaced with wash bowls. 
Some toilets have just recently been replaced, but many others 
will have to be scrapped - and soon. 


We appreciate that a great many of these things cannot 
be secured - and we shall heave to make haste slowly, but the 
Staff are working under many difficulties at the present 
time and it is hoped that many of the improvements and re- 
placements suggested in this letter can be effected soon. 


Seasonal repairs and improvements, such as painting, 
will be requested during the proper season. 


We would also like to point out at this time that this 
School hopes to have a new classroom block ready for occupancy 
by next September, and if this becomes a reality the school 
attendance will increase enormously - making it all the more 
essential that the improvements asked for are installed.

This report, and other problems, have been discussed 
at some len#h with the Principal and Vice Principal of the 
School and I should like to make the following comments and 
suggestions for your consideration: 


There are two immediate and urgent needs at this school be- 
fore anything else should even be considered, i.e. (1) a new 
shingling job on the roof and (2) a new bake oven. 


New shingling Job. The need of something to be done to the 
roof of this school was brought to the attention of Engineer 
WeH. Snelson, of the Banff Engineering Service, on one of 
his visits to this Reserve in October of 1947. He agreed to 
the urgent need - we secured a tender for the job and this 
Mr. Snelson forwarded to the Department with his letter of 
October 21, 1947 - we have, however, heard nothing since. 
The matter was again brought to the Department's attention 
by my letter of the 5th instant and it is hoped that some- 
thing can be done at once. 


Bake oven. The present two-deck oven at this school is 
absolutely worthless and beyond any hope of repair - it must 
be replaced at once. As the Nutrition Division point out in

Since forwarding you written tenders from H.J. Roelofs 
of Lethbridge re the moving of buildings No's 12 at Pearce 
and 38 at Macleod it has been brought to my attention that 
War Assets Corporation demand that the original site of the 
buildings be restored. As Roelofs had been asked for a 
price of moving the buildings only I immediately got in 
touch with him and learned that his tender did not include 
restoring the original site, salvaging ang pipe or cutting 
off gas and water mains. 


At this time Kaughman & Sons had just finished doing a 
very fine job of moving I.D. Welfare buildings for us and 
they were asked to tender on this job, including in their 
tender restoring the site, salvaging pipe, sewer line, etc., 
capping gas and water mains and hauling the two large hot 
water heating boilers to the Reserve. Their tender, in 
the amount of $6800.00 is enclosed. 


This tender is $2200.00 higher than the one for just 
moving the buildings. However, cost of restoring these two 
sites will be no small problem; the existing concrete found- 
ations and pillars will all have to be hauled away and the 
ground bulldozed back level. Also, under the Kaughman tender 
all gas and water pipe and all sewer pipe will be salwaged 
for us which will be of considerable value. Mr. Roelofs 
was asked to quote on this work, but was only interested in 
moving the buildings as per his original tender. 


This is brought to your attention at this time so that 
the added expense may be anticipated. Mr. Roelofs has not 
been told that his tender is accepted and I do believe that 
it would be good business to allow Kaughman & Sons to do the 
entire job at the price tendered; from experience we know 
they do very fine work. 
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We are endeavoring to get prices on the cost of found- 
ations for these buildings as quickly as possible; we have 
taken a contractor to look over the buildings and the sites 
and from very rough figures he places the cost at around 
$@000.00 for the two foundations. We shall have written 


tenders for these as soon as final plans and arrangements 
are made. 


It would be appreciated if you could let us know by 
return Air Mail whether you consider it advisable to accept 
Kaughman & Sons tender for the moving of these buildings, 
restoring the site, etc. He is very anxious to know as 
soon as possible as he has a large crew of men without work 
at the moment that he could put on this job.

It is not our custom to supply blankets, 
bed spreads, sheets and quilts except when a residential 
school first ovens. Replacement of such articles 
is made by the school management. There has been no 
increase in the pupilege at the St. Paul's School, 
and consequently, we do not feef prepared t© supply 
the articles listed under the heeding "Dormitories", 
unless there is some reason shy special considersetion 
should be given. 


What hes been steted regarding the items 


under the heeding "Dormitories" applies also to the 
items listed under the heading "D.ning Room", 
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With reference to the 80 desks requested, 
we would like to know the sizes required, namely the 
number of lerge, medium and smill desks. Are the 


desks presently in use in the classroom completely 
worn out?

I have your letter of the 15th instant, file 766-5 (E.1) 


regerding furnishings for the Principal's residence at the above 
school. 


The present Principal of this school claims that the 
basement ig so far removed fram the boiler room that no heat is 
obtained and that a heating stove is necessary. After looking 
the situation over, I rather doubt that a heating stove is necessary 
and would leave thie equipment in abeyance for the time being until 
the new Principal moves in. If a heater were supplied, it would be 
an ordinary tall coal heater, medium size. 


As regards the cook stove, an average size cook stove should 
be supplied, coal burning. Archdeacon Middleton now has an electric 
cook stove installed in the kitchen which he is willing to sell for 
$100.00. Thie stove is already hooked up to the Calgary Power line 
and is in very good condition, Here again, however, as in all the 
furnishings for the Principal's residence, I hesitate to make 
recommendations as the new Principal's tastes may be far different 
from mine; I would suggest that he be allowed to make his own decision 
as regards the cook stove. 


The measurements of the dining room are 15 x 24 and the sitting 
room ere 15 x 27 and 25 yards of stair carpeting are needed.

We are gled to see that local purchase of curtain material is 
@llowed and it would seem to me to be much more satisfactory for the 
incoming Principal, if he were allowed also to chose his carpeting, 
cook stove, and, in fact, all furniture.; I am sure that with the 
Goverment discounts we receive we can do as well in purchasing as 
anyone.

You will recall that a walk-in refrigerator is badly needed 
at the St. Paul's Residential School and installation of this equip- 
ment was put over from the last fiscal year until this fiscal year. 
Mr. D.L. Pitts, who recently took over as Principal of this School, 
now informs me that the Department are ready to ge ahead with the 
installation of this important equipment. 


We have, therefore, had a refrigerator expert from the Bruco 
Rebingon Electric Co., Calgary, inspect the School and give us his 
recommendations and prices; copy of which is enclosed. This walk-in 
cooler is to be installed inside the School proper, between the kitchen 
and the milk room in what is now a storeroom; this will make a very 
convenient arrangement.

Immediately after the ‘phone call we recéived a letter 
from Canon Cook in which he stated that you had purchased very renerously

for our residence. Your own re-assurance over the 'nhone gave me con- 
siderable encouragement. 


Realizing the heavy exnense, we had been care ful to 
choose with an eye to cost and Eaton's had offered us bargains over 
and above the Sale Prices. The residence is an 8-roomed house, but 
because of the expense, we had planned on leaving two rooms very sketchy. 
When we went to Kenora we were faced with a similar situation, and at 
that time we proceeded in the same manner as this time. 


We find that the Staff rooms are very poorly furnished, 
(partly due to the fact that the existing furniture must be spread more 
thinly among an increasing Staff) and we wonder if this first order can 
be used in the main school and the new school block, to help out thar 
situation?

I am more than pleased with the way Mr. Pitts is taking hold 
at this school and I have introduced him to the Indian Council aad to 
other prominent Indians and I am sure he will get full cooperation 
from everyone on this Reserve. I have already promised Mr. Pitts the 
use of our machinery for breaking land for this school and I have 
approached the Council with favourable results regarding the school 
being allowed the use of more lend. 


There are mauy things that the St. Taul's Residential School 
must have immediately and wo are endeavoring to get tenders on these 
requirements, Foremost among these is a need for new basins in the 
boys' and girls’ washroors, the existing tin troughs are complotely 
rusted out, The sewor and septic tenk havo also caused trouble and I 
now have men working to rectify thia. Painting requiroments were very 
sssantial befors school begins and we have the painters working at the 
present time at the school. Mr. Pitts has alterations which he would 
like done in the Classroom block by tearing out partitions amd making 
larger classrcoms, which was discussed at the time of your visit last 
year; a tender for this work will be submitted a2 soon as possible. 


As stated before, the whole atmosphere et this school has 
changed for the better and we expect within the yesr to have this 
schoo] back on its feet.

These installations, since first being m de, 
have had additional loads connected and the present ser- 
viees are overloaded. The method used for wiring the 
main buildings is conduit and meets with present require- 
ments, with the exeeption that all neutrals are fused, 
and cireuits are badly over-fused. Gonsiderable use hes 
been made of extension cord to secure edditional outlets 
and this creates a fire heserd as well as personal hazerd, 


The distribution panel in the St. Paul's School 
and the main switoh board in the St. Mary's School are of 
the open termine] type with exposed live connections when 
chenging fuses or operating switches. The outside yard 
Wiring in each case doula be overhauled to provide ade-~ 
quate clearance between conductors, from ground, and orer 
buildings, amd decayed and undersized poles reph ced to re-

Some time ago Superintendent Ra ran asked us to in- 
spect and report on a second-hand dough mixer offered for sale 
by the Trading Post, a Calgary firm dealing in surplus war 
materials. The machine they had for sale at $750.00 was a Glen 
Power Plus Wixer, size 60 to 80 quart, with variable speed and 
speed meter, and a one horse power 220-3 phase motor. 


The matter was taken u with Major Clark and he 
Suggested that it might be just as economical for the school 
to purchase bread. However, the Principal, Mr. Pitts, has since 
advised that it is more economical to bake their bread because 
they apparently use a considerable amount of bread each onth. 
In the meantime Mr. Pitts saw the dough mixer offered for sale 
by the local firm ana although he stated that it was just the 
machine they required, it has apparently been sold. The firm 
has another similar machine coming in within the next few days 
which they are offering at 700.90. 


In view of the fact that a rather expensive bake oven 
has just been supplied to this school, I think we should pur- 
chase the dough mixer for them provided funds available. 


Your comments at your convenience would be appreciated.

Kitchen and storerooms should be of a non-ab orbent material and 
painted with enamel so that surfaces may be washed. 


EQUIPMENT 

The dining room tables are in poor repair, that ie, warped. New 
tables covered with a non-absorbent material are recommended, A kitchen 
work table also requires covering. 
DISHES AND UTENSILS 

There are a number of cracked and chipped cups 


CLEANING AND STERILIZING OF DISHES AND UTENSILS 


Dishwashing facilities are considered inadequate. A three 
c ompartment sink and drainboards of a non-corrodible material sre 
recommended to meet Provincial standards. The first sink is used to 
wash, second to rinse and the third to sterilize with a chlorine or 
quaternary ammonium compound. 


FOOD 
STORAGE There is signs of mice in the storeroom. 


REFRIGERATION 


Refrigeration is inadequate and results in open displays of food 
ise. butter, cooked meat, vegetables, etc. « An attempt has been made to 
keep these foods cool in the dairy room, which although it is cooler 
than adjoining rooms still does not refrigerate food and is most unsuit- 
able from a public health viewpoint.

There is a feirly heavy infestation of cockroaches in the kitchen 
and laundry room. An insecticide and powder is being used. 


THE BAKESHOP 


Is generally clean, but it was noted that the wooden lide of 
the troughs used for storage of bread are in a very poor state of 
repair and cannot be kept clean. Also, the present arrangement used 
for the mixing of bread ise. a series of wash tubs in which the dough 
is kneaded by the youngsters cannot be regarded as a good me’ 2 
-@si aandling. A mixer is recommended. 


The dairy room requires simple racks for the storage of pails 
and utensils. A small pipe or 2" x 2" ig easily kept clean. A few 
paile are corroded. 

Cooling of milk to 50° immediately after milking is essential 
to good quality. This may be done by the use of the water cooled can 
plunger method or immersion in a tank of cold water. 


The sterilizing of dairy uten ils with a chlorine rinse is 
advocated, as in the washing of the cows udders prior to milking,

We have interviewed the office of the Hobart 
Company in Ottawa, and from the serial number on the 
machine, it appears that it is approximately 30 years 
old. However, it may be in good condition provided 
it has been reconditioned recently. It is pointed out 
that a 2 HP motor would be preferable to the 1 HP 
motor which is now atteched to the machine. 


We were informed that the Hobart Company has 
in stock from time to time reconditioned machines of a 
similar type, and their usual price for such equipment 
is $725.00. If we purchased the machine mentioned in 
your letter and desired to have it reconditioned, it 
would cost us approximately #350.00.

It appears that “r. Patterson, the Night Yatchman, was given fcur 
days holiday over the New Year, and other ataff were covering his duties. 
Mr. D. S. Pitts, Principal, reports that he inspected the boiler in the 
Classroom Block at 11:09 p.m. and fired it up and Tom Prairie Chicken, an 
Indian, was to fire up at 4:00 @m. At 7:00 a.m. when another man came on 
duty the fire was very low, and the pipe in the tunnel connecting the School 
and the Classroom Block had frozen and burst. There was no heat in the 
radiators and no circulation, and it was impossible with no water to bring 
any heat into the building. Hall Brothere, Plumbers at Cardston, were called 
but were out with another frozen pipe job and had worked all night the night 
before end could not come. Therefore Mr. J. C. Edgar, Plumbers of Macleod 
were called and appeared at the school with two helpers on the afternoon of 
the 2nd instant. All available staff at the school had worked up to this 
time changing pipes and trying to save other radiators from freezing, but 
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August 23/49

As diecuseed with you during visit of inspection to the 
echool on Monday, August 15th, herewith we request tie following 
equipment as absolutely essential immediately for Fire Protection 
in St. Paul's School. 


As mutually agreed, further additions of inside hose 
woula not be of much value since our water supply and water pressure 
couid net handle more than one outlet at one time. 


However, we both feel that it is essentiai tnoat tne Scnool 
be suppiied witn tne large 2% gailon Soda auu Acio type extinguisher. 
We require eleven (11) of this type to take care of 2 on each floor, 
and 1 each in Furnace Room, Kitchen, and Garege. 


Of secondary importance would be three (3) of the Pyrene 
type. One for each the shop, barn, and tractor shed. I say 
‘secondary’, because the small type at present supplied could be 
used in these places, 


We also need at least 500 feet of rubber lined outside 
hose of standard 14" couplings. 


The alarm Bell system at present installed is not satis- 
factory, in that it can only be heard on the main floor, I would 
strongly recommend that two more Fire Alarm Belle of 10" Diam. be 
purchased to install one on each side main building, upper floor, 
These could be connected with the present Alarm buttons so that 
all three could be rung from various floors ty pressing any one 
button. 


Re Fire Escape. These are at present unsatisfactory in that 
(a) they mst be entered through Staff Bedrooms, which are often kept 
locked,and (b) they follow the KAHH¥MZ stairwells. In case of fire 
the naturel exit would be down the other eteirway, rather than the fire 
escape. The entrances to fire escapes, snould be from the dormgtories. 
At present the Fire Escapes end on the roof of the Entrances, about 12! 
above the ground, Merely placing a ladder here would only assist un-

I have just returned from the School were the Plumbers heve worked 
all nicht and now heve some heat in the building (the temperature lest 
night was 45 degrees below sero). It now appears that 100 sections of 
radiator is going to be required ae well as about 25 ft. of 1 inch pipe 
and one toilet bowl which was broken - this material we estimate will 
cane to approximately 00.00. We have had up to five Plumbers working 
and although it is very hard to say what therd wages and transportation 
will come tc we would estimate that another $250.00 will be required for 
wages.

In your letter of May 27 you advised that the 
painters would supply materiale "at cost". You were told on 
June 4, 1949, to forward ea requisition for the paint requirmd 
at this school. ‘he next we heard from you was on Augist 31, 
forwarding voucher No. 546 and attaching an account fron MeClung 
and Son, totalling $1,524.55.

You will find by simple arithmetic, that the Lepartment 
could have saved $378.81 or nearly 4 4 by buying the paint from 
herwin “illiems Company. ‘© could we saved $269.96 or 
nearly 30% by buying the paint from British American Paint 
Company Limited. 


You can appreciate the Departuent*s position in 
that we have a large nusber of schools to be painted every year. 
From the above it should be very obvious to you that the most 
economical way of doing this job is by purchasing paint directly 
from the manufacturer through the us partuental purchasing Agent. 
We simply cannot carry out all the work required unless our 
Indien Superintendents comply with our instructions. This over- 
expenditure at the St. Paul's Residential School not only on this 
painting project but elsewhere, has resulted in other echools 
going short of funds and having to delay maintenance work which 
we had intended to finish during thie fiseal year.

I have your letter of December 27th, File 103/é-1<2, re arding 
the above. We have discussed the question of a Bread Mixer in the 
St. Paul's school with Mr. Pitts, ‘rincipal, and as this school uses 
over 3000 leaves of bread each month, bir. Pitta estates that it would 
be much more economical for thie school to make their own bread. 

He also states that it has been found by experiment and trials that 
it is cheaper to buy bread if using lese than 2000 loaves of bread 

& month, but cheaper to make bread if over this amount. Added t 
this would be the necessity of picking up bouchten bread ewery other 
day or so, which with winter roads and conditions as they are here, 
would be uncertain. The St Faul's School have had a new oven 
inetalled last year, and it would seem that this ehould be used. 


Therefore, it is our opinion that the St. Paul's chool should 
make their bread and as sugested by the Superintendent of Education, 
Mr. Pitts will call at your office the next time he is in Calgary,

set alongside ich has kept the pump itself from freezing, but from the pump the 
discharge piping runs under the floor to the pressure tank, vhich is set under 
groung and Snder the Garage floor,the fromt part of this tank is in a dugout 
or chamber in which the controls for pumping operation is placed,and there is 
cold air coming into this chamber which freezes these controls.We also noted 
that a hole has been made from this chamber into the boiler room,presuming it 
coule be heated from the boiler room.but the oppisite is the case,for thore is 
a distinct dreft which brings the cold air from the Garage thro,and past the 
controls into the boiler room,thereby sttting up a draft,and which is really 
worse than if there was no openingeof course if all cracke which leak this cold & 
air were stopped and the opening into the boiler room enlarged to a size of say 
a door then it would be a part of the boiler room, 


Under these circumstances we could not recomend that a radiator or 
other steam heating,be used for we feel sure that they would freeze up during 
such times as the pressure dropped in the system,so the only thing we could 
suggest is that this bldg( combined pump house & Garage be insulated and prop» 
erly finished to make a properly built bldg.and then heated either with a stove 
or it may be done with a Steam Unit Heater from the heating syst an, 


With reference to a steam unit heater the cost of this would be 
for a 400 sqft Unit Heater complete with Thermostat Trap & valves together 
with the necessary piping to the system to make a complete job for the sum of 
9375.00 Three hundred and Seventy Five dollars.but the bldg would require to 
be fixed up properly before it could be used. 


Woth reference to the cost of a check valve being installed to 
replace that which is worn out and using a standatd TgBeSwing Check this will 
cost with proper connections $55.00 Fifty Five dollars.

No. 278 - $689.50 = Drilling and casing new well. 

No. 279 = $ 76.00 - Pulling pump on old well, installing on new well. 

No. 298 $ 37.50 - Plumber's charges re connecting pump to new well. 
Total - $969.00 


This is, we know, over the amount authorized, but costs were 
kept to a minimum, the school doing the concrete and carpentry work and 
helping with the other work. 


Regarding the last paragraph of your letter as to whether or 
not the well can now be considered satisfactory, I am forced to answer in 
the negative. We have had a good deal of trouble with the well since 
drilled but at this writing seem to have it working satisfactorily although 
there is no guarantee how long this condition will exist. It was necessary 
to call Mr. Maughan, the driller, from Lethbridge on two different occasions 
when the well failed; on one trip he had to bring his equipment and pull the 
well < which he did at no cost to the Department. When the well was pulled 
it was found thet the trouble was caused by leaks in. the old pipes and that 
the cylinder was badly worn; however, the pipes were re-threaded where needed 
and again put in the well and everything has been fairly serene since. Mr. 
Maughan warned me, however, that the well might fail any dey - he stated that 
the pipe was too old, that the rods were becoming badly worn due to the 
pipe being crooked and that the only permanent remedy was new pipe, rods and 
cylinder. I asked him to give me a full report with an estimate of the cost 
of replacement; this is attached. I em also enclosing Mr. Maughan's log of 
the new well for your information.

To add to our troubles om the water system at this school, the 
Provincial Boiler Inspector, Mr. W.A. Henry visited us to inspect py 
vessels. He found that the lerge water pressure tank installed b 
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and Engineering Branch of the Department at Banff early in 1947 was buried 
deep in the ground and he could not inspect same. He stated that this was 
a pressure vessel carrying 80 lbs. pressure and has been installed contrary 
to all the laws and regulations regarding high pressure vessels, that it 
had to be inspected once each year and must be set on concrete trunnions in 
a concrete pit so that it could be inspected. This is the tank we had 
trouble with last September when it sank further inthe clay soil shearing 
off the connecting pipes. 


The new well, of course, had to be drilled outside the exist- 
ing building and is now sitting out in the open without protection of any 
kind. A building will have to be erected over this and as it is near the 
pressure vessel, and if Mr. Henry is correct, one structure can be built 
to house both the pump and the pressure tank. Excavation and cement work 
would have to be done around the tank, and I would suggest that the build- 
ing be constructed of cinder blocks and frame and shingle roof, approximately 
24 x 30 feet. I am quite aware that this school has had their full share, 
and more, of improvements this fiscal year, cut I see no alternative but to 
erect this building. If you concur in this I shall procure tenders and 
costs. 


We hope that it will not be necessary to buy new pipe, rods 
and cylinder for sometime but this information is given at this time so 
that you may be aware of the situation. We would be pleased to have 
your comments on the whole situation.
